nue, Jennings, and Dr. F. G. Per- |: 


noud, 3615 Utah place. The fourth 
man indicted is William Gaspa- 
rovic, a meat cutter, living at 
3621A Minnesota avenue. He was 
charged with making a false re- 
turn for his son. 

The charge against Britton is 
a misdemeanor, punishable on 
conviction by a maximum penalty 
of one year in jail and a $10,000 
fine. The three other men are 
charged with a felony, carrying a 
maximum penalty of five years in 
prison and a fine of $10,000 on 
each count, 

Britton is charged with failing 
to file tax returns in 1948 and 
1949, years in which the Govern- 
ment contends he had incomes of 
$24,819 and $26,386 respectively. 

U.S. Liens Filed. 

Last December the Collector of 
Internal Revenue filed liens for 
a total of $77,065 for delinquent 
income taxes, penalties and inter- 
est against Britton and his wife. 


The liens claimed amounts from | 7 


Britton for 1939 and 1942 through 
1947 totaling $55,245. The, claims 
‘against Mrs. Brittorl were for 
$21,819 for 1946-49. 
_ Dr. Stein was charged in three 
counts with evading a total of 
‘$16,364 in taxes. The first count 
alleges he paid only $147 in 1945 
when he owed $4571. Count No. 
2 contends he paid $613 in 1947 
‘when he should have paid $4953, 
and count three charged payment 
of $345 in 1946 when $7944 was 
owed, 
The indictment against Dr. 
‘Pernoud charges an evasion of 
$7351 in taxes, also in three 
counts. The first count alleges 
‘Dr. Pernoud, who has offices in 
the Arcade Building, paid $890 
‘in 1946 instead of $2707; count 
two states $1958 was paid in 1947 
when: $5477 was actually owed 
‘the government, and the third 


count alleges payment of $1047 [ 


‘when $3033 was due in 1948. 
Gasparovic was charged in one 
count with filing a return on 
which his son, Michael paid $283 
when he should have paid $2032. 

Fees From License Sales.

MUNSAN, Korea, Feb. 20 (AP) 
— Communist insistence that Rus- 
sia be jnvited as a neutral nation 
to help supervise a Korean truce 
stalled armistice talks today. 

The Allies offered “in the in- 
terest of progress” to pare their 
troop rotation figure from 40,000 
monthly to 35,000, but the Reds 
would not even talk about it. 

No progress was reported from 
another truce meeting on pris- 
oners of war. No date was set for 
a third committee of staff offi- 
cers to work out technicalities on

If boundaries of the districts 
are not certified to the Secretary 
of State on or before that date, 
State Senators in the odd-num- 
bered districts of the city would 
have to be nominated and elected 
at large this year. 

Chief Justice George Robb El- 
lison said the court will fix the 
time for oral arguments in the 
cases after the election officials 
present their answers. 

Plaintiffs in Suits. 

The suits were filed in behalf 
of the League of Women Voters 
of St. Louis and the St. Louis 
Branch of the National Associa- 
tion for Advancement of Colored 
People. 

Both petitions allege the dis- 
tricts set up by the board are un- 
constitutional because they are 
not contiguous, compact and as 
nearly equal in population as may 
be—requirements under the Mis- 
souri Constitution. 

In addition, the N.A.A.C.P. con- 
tended that the redistricting plan 
split the Negro vote in the city 
among four of the new senatorial 
district “‘to deprive them of their 
civil rights.” A spokesman for 
the organization said the division 
of the Negro vote apparently was 
to prevent election of a Negro to

New Red Charge. 

The stalemate was accentuated 
by a new charge by the Chinese 
Communist radio at Peiping. It 
said American planes have bombed 
and strafed northeast China on 40 
separate days since Jan. 1 this 
year. The broadcast accused the 
United States of stalling the truce 
talks while engaging in “mad ag- 
gression of northeast China.” 

(The United States Air Force, 
discounting such reports as Red 
propaganda, has adopted a policy 
of declining to comment on the 
charges, which have been made 
frequently by the Reds). 

Col. Andrew Kinney said the 
Red nomination of Russia was not 
“acceptable to both sides” as 
called for in previous agreements. 
He said the Communist stand “is 
in direct violation of the agree- 
ment reached between the dele- 
gates and in violation of the in? 
structions given to the staff meet- 
ings.” 

- Communist staff officers insist- 
ed the nomination was “fully con- 
sistent with the agreed principles 
of the nomination of neutral na- 
tions” and did not need Allied 
approval. 
' Agreement Was Oral. : 

The Reds said the proposed 
draft for selecting neutrals did 
not specifically mention that both 
sides must approve, That agree- 
ment was oral. 

The draft provides merely that 
neutral nations must not have 
contributed combatant forces in 
the Korean war. 

No mention was made of the 
fact that Red air forces in Ko- 
rea are supplied exclusively with 
Russian-type planes, or that their 
ground forces use Russian-type 
anti-aircraft guns, artillery, 
tanks and other equipment, or 
that the North Korean army was 
Russian trained and advised. 

North , Korean Col. Chang 
Chun-san insisted there was “no 
reason” why the U.N. Command 
should object to the Soviet 
Union. 

A U.N. Command communique 
said the Reds were trying to get 
the Allies to waive the previously 
“agreed-to principle that neutral 
nations to be invited to serve on 
the supervisory commission 
should be acceptable to both

Five Damaged When 25 
U.N. Planes Battle 70 
Red Jets—First Marine

EIGHTH ARMY HEADQUAR- 
TERS, Korea, Feb. 20 (UP)—

They are Col. Francis S. Ga- 
breski, Oil City, Pa.. who shot 
down 26 enemy planés ‘n World 
War II, and Maj. William T. 
Whisner, Shreveport, La. 

Gets His Third Kill. 

The second MIG was credited 
to' Ma). William F. Shaeffer, 
Boone, Ia.. who now has three 
“kills” to his credit. 

Two more Communist jets 
were damaged in the dogfight. 

Three of the MIGs were dam- 
aged in a morning dogfight near 
Sinuiju. 

The battles raised the Fifth 
Air Force's bag of MIGs in two 
days to five destroyed and five 
damaged, American losses, if 
any, are reported in a weekly 
summary.

| Indications of a gradual change 
in the “racial climate” in St. 
Louis during 1951 were listed last 
night in the annual report of M. 


Leo Bohanon, executive secretary 
of the Urban League of St. Louis. 
“There were no earth-shaking 
major changes in the racial pat- 
tern or practices, but there were 
unmistakable signs which denote 
a gradual change taking place in 
the community's race attitude,” 
he said in the report. It was pre- 
sented at the league’s annual 
meeting at Temple Israel, 5017 
Washington boulevard. 
In the field of employment, he 
pointed out that McDonnell Air- 
craft Corp. had decided early last 
year to open its production jobs 
to Negroes and now has more 
than 100 Negroes employed in 
skilled and semi-skilled jobs. 
Segregation Rule Ended. 
Negro clerical workers are gain- 
ing wider acceptance, he report- 
ed, and racial segregation in the 
office of the Missouri State Em- 
ployment Service was _ discon- 


tinued. 

He called attention also to the 
dropping of segregaticn policies 
by the St. Louis Big Brother As- 
sociation, the St. Louis Dental 
Association and municipal swim- 
ming pools in St. Louis and Clay- 


ton. 

In 1951, he said, the league 
placed 206 job applicants in cleri- 
cal and sales positions, 141 in 
skilled and semi-skilled jobs and 
224 in unskilled jobs and three 
in professional positions.

The Rt. Rev. Arthur C. Lichten- 
berger, bishop co-adjutor of the 
Diocese of Missouri of the Epis- 
copal Church, principal speaker 
at the dinner, said the Urban 
League is effective because “‘it is 
concerned with the whys as well 
as with what to do” in a given 
situation. 

“The league is interested in 
knowing the cause of a situation, 
and then it takes good, construc- 
tive action based on a knowledge 
of the causes,” he said. 

Two basic principles underly- 
ing the work of the league, he 
said are that the “existence of 
different races should be accept- 
ed as a possibility for enriching 
our social life” and that there is 
“no essential difference between 
the races to form a basis for dis- 
crimination.”

enforcement authority where dis- 
aster hazards are not involved.” 

Hyslop made an unusually clear 
and forthright case for federal 
enforcement, specifically of rules 
to prevent disasters. 

“Ordinary accidents can occur 
from any one of an almost infi- 
nite number of causes,” he said, 
“whereas all mine disasters in re- 
cent times have been caused by 
one or more of only four basic 
causes. Almost invariably the 
men killed or injured in a mine 
disaster have no control what- 
ever over the basic cause or 
causes of the disaster. They are 
victimized by: an environment 
which they could not avoid and 
did not create. 

“The history of mine explosions 
indicates that wherever explosive 
atmospheres are permitted to ex- 
ist they are going to be ignited 
by one cause or another. Whether 
the body of gas initially exploded 
in the last Illinois mine disaster 
was ignited by a cigarette, an 
electric spark, or a spark from 
somebody’s hobnail shoe is im- 

. material. 

“The facts as indicated by the 
disaster reports are that large 
bodies of dangerous gas in open 
old works were habitually tol- 
erated in the mine.” 

Hyslop referred to the Dec. 21 

‘explosion that killed 119 men in 
Orient No. 2 Mine at West Frank- 
fort, Il. 

The four causes of mine dis- 
asters were listed by Hyslop as 
excessive accumulations of coal 
dust and other combustible ma- 
terials, lack of rock dust, accum- 
ulations of gas and inadequate 
ventilation. 

These causes can be removed 

- at reasonable cost, therefore 
“practically all” disastrous mine 
fires and explosions can be elim-

BUDAPEST, Feb. 20 (AP) — 
Hungary took another major step 
toward complete state ownership 
yesterday by nationalizing pri- 
vately owned apartment houses 
and a big category of homes. 

A decree from the Communist 
government said that all houses 
owned by “capitalists, other ex- 
ploiting elements and members of 
the former oppressive’ class” 
whether inhabited by the owners 
or rented, would be taken over 
by the state. 

Hungarian industry has been 
government-run for a long time. 

As in the case of confiscation 
of industry, the state promised 
formér apartment and house own- 
ers they would be compensated. 

United States legation officials 
said the new order affects 50 
houses owned by American citi- 
zens.

Corruption Investigator ‘Assumes’ It Was 
McGrath’s Idea, He Asserts After House 
Group Rejects Proposal. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 20 (AP) 
—Newbold Morris is going to 
have to conduct the Administra- 
tion’s drive against government 
corruption without authority to 
offer immunity to witnesses who 
decline to testify on the ground 
of self-incrimination. 

But Morris told reporters that 
is all right with him—he never 
asked for such power and can 
carry op his work very well with- 
out it. 

What is important, he stressed, 
isauthority to subpena witnesses 
and documents from outside the 
Government. President Truman 
has pledged him full co-operation 
within the federal offices. 

Truman Orders Full Aid. 

(A United Press dispatch said 
President Truman formally or- 
dered all agencies today to give 


“the highest priority” to any re- 
quests from Morris for informa- 
tion or help. 

(By executive order, Truman di- 
rected departments and agencies 
to furnish Morris with informa- 
tion, personnel and records he 
may require. The President also 
ordered all employes of the exec- 
utive branch to testify and submit 
to any examination by Morris and 
his staff consistent with the law. 

(The executive order provided 
that Morris and his staff shall be 
paid from the President’s emer- 
gency fund. Morris, meanwhile, 
looked to the White House for a 
clear statement of his “specific 
duties,”) 3 
Unanimously Rejected. 


A House Judiciary subcommit- 
tee yesterday unanimously reject- 
ed the immunity proposal. The 
committee still is considering the 
subpena question. Probabilities 
appear to favor some such grant, 
although one member, Represen- 
tative Keating (Rep.), New York, 
said he thought the special in- 


| vestigator should be instructed to 


work through the courts on such 
peremptory calls for testimony 
and evidence. 

Morris was closeted with the 
seven-man subcommittee, headed 
by Representative Celler (Dem.), 
New York, for an hour and a half 


late yesterday. Celler said no 
further decisions were reached, 
but he hoped he could report 
back to the full committee by 
Tuesday. Celler also is chairman 
of the full committee. 

Talking with reporters after the 
closed session, Morris said he had 
only started to put his organiza- 
tion together—that he didn’t even 
have a publicity man or a dupli- 
cating machine. But he said he 
had-enough job applicants “to fill 
Madison Square Garden.” 

(The United Press dispatch said 
Morris told reporters that the 
matter of immunity powers never 
had been discussed in any talk 
he had had with President Tru- 
man, Answering another ques- 
tion, Morris said he “assumed” 
that Attorney General J. Howard 
McGrath must have thought the 
idea up. 

(‘He has been bending over 


backwards to give me all the pow- 
ers he considers necessary,’ Mor- 
ris explained. “I guess he want- 
ed to show his good faith.” Mor- 
ris, a special assistant to Mc- 
Grath, has said he would start his 
investigation in McGrath’s own 
bailiwick, the Department of Jus- 
tice.) 
Keating “Amazed.” 

Keating said that in the light 
of Morris’s declaration he didn’t 
need the immunity powers, he 
was “amazed” the Administra- 
tion included it in the proposed 
legislation. “It makes one won- 
der what's behind it,” Keating 
told a reporter. “Was it the Pres- 
ident or the Attorney General 
who wanted to get the immunity 
bath?” . : 

Meanwhile the Internal Reve- 
nue Bureau, conducting a house- 
cleaning of its own, fired a tax 
official on charges of falsifying 
his personal income tax returns. 

The bureau identified him as 
Eugene L. Meter of Austin, Tex., 
assistant head of the First Texas 
district income tax division, and 
said his case has been referred to 
the Justice Department for pos- 
sible prosecution. He was the 
fourth bureau official ousted in 


seven days. 


U.S, WOMAN KILLED BY PLANE

No reasonable man can deny 
that it is the Sudanese who are 
entitled to the biggest say in the 
shaping of their political future, 
but what do the Sudanese want? 

Majority Doesn’t Know. 

The plain fact is that the ma- 
jority doesn’t know what it wants. 
The mass of the Sudanese popu- 
lation is without education or po- 
litical consciousness and has no 
concept of what the argument is 
all about. 

What about the politically 
minded persons who claim to 
represent Sudanese public opin- 
jon? What do they want? 
Well, they want an end to the 
Anglo-Egyptian condominium — 
the joint administration by Egypt 
and Britain—which dates from an 
agreement made in 1899. Vir- 
tually all Sudanese politicians 
agree on that. Beyond this point, 
there is a jungle of conflicting 
views. 

Broadly speaking, Sudanese po-

litical parties can be divided into 
two main proupings and several 
smaller ones. The main groupings 
are, on one side, those who favor 
independence and, on the other, 
those who favor some kind of 
political connection with Egypt. 
Not One People. 

The Sudan problem would be 
simpler if the Sudanese were one 
people. They are not. In the dry 
plains of the North, embracing 
about three-fourths of the coun- 
try’s expanse, dwells the Arabic- 
speaking majority, interlaced and 
fringed by minorities with lan- 
guages and customs of their own. 

The Sudan’s deep south—wet- 
ter, greener and .more malarial 
than the North—is a different 
world. Its black, pagan tribes 
speak a Babel of tongues. They 
lag behind the northerners in 
culture and political develop- 
ment. One of their big fears is 
submergence by the north. 

To make matters still more 
complicated, the northern Mos- 
lems are themselves split into 
political camps which tend, un- 
fortunately, to follow sectarian 
lines. There are two principal 
Moslem sects, mutually antago- 
nistic, and it is from these that 
the two main Sudanese political 
movements stem. 

One sect looks for leadership 
to Sir Sayed Abdel Rahman 
.Pasha—“S.A.R.” they call him at 
Khartoum tea tables—who is sus- 
pected by his adversaries of fa- 
voring a revival of Mahdist (the 
Sudanese monarchy) rule in the 
Sudan, with himself on _ the 
throne. 

From S.A.R.’s sect come most 
of the adherents of the Umma 
(People’s) party, which favors in- 
dependence for the Sudan in the 
shortest possible time. 


The other significant Moslem 
sect, the Khatmia, is led by a rival 
holy man, Sir Sayed Ali El Mirg- 
hani Pasha (S,A.M.). Followers of 
the Khatmia are orthodox Mos- 
lems and have a profound dis- 
taste for the Mahdists, who are 
unorthodox. S.A.M., unlike S.A.R., 
has steadfastly refused to commit 
himself on political issues, but his 
followers are the backbone of the 
pro-Egyptian parties in the Sudan. 

Many moderate-minded 

Sudanese are alarmed by the pre- 
vailing tendency in the Sudan to 
mix politics with religion. This 
has led to the emergence recently 
of a new group calling itself the 
Socialist Republican party. It 
aims to cut across sectarian and 
racial lines and to give a fair 
break to the South, which has so 
far been largely ignored by the 
two main groups. Its proclaimed 
goal is a Socialist republic. 
In the midst of this political 
muddle, the British are going 
ahead with their announced pol- 
icy of getting self-government 
started in the Sudan before the 
end of the year. 


Some Want U.N. to Act. 


Some Sudanese, who want all 
decisions affecting the Sudan’s 
future to be put on an unchal- 
lengeable basis, would like to 
bring the United Nations more 
actively into the picture. They 
would have the U.N. act as an 
overseer of British policy during 
the Sudan’s transition period. 

If, however, any such arrange- 
ment involved a too-sudden with- 
drawal of British authority, the 
consequences could be _ serious. 
There is no question that at the 
moment the British are the main- 
Stay of law and order in the 
country, and it would be inviting 
disorder and perhaps even civil 
war if they were to leave before 
a satisfactory successor apparatus 
had been set up. 

The proposal of a plebiscite as 
a way of settling the Sudan’s fu- 
ture is lofty in theory but it pre- 
sents formidable difficulties in 


fact. In any case, a plebiscite will 


require long preparation if it is 
to have any real meaning.

“Northern Ireland, as part of 
the United Kingdom, is closely 
concerned with the grave events 
in the East and the unsettled 
outlook in Europe, and is inevita- 
bly involved in the financial 
stress and economic disturbance 
that must attend the efforts of 
the western nations to strengthen 
the foundations of peace.

This puts the issue of NATO performance 
squarely up to the foreign, defense and finance 
ministers who are gathered at Lisbon. 

Have the Etropean members of NATO done 
their full share of getting defense forces to- 
gether as of this date? 

Or, if they have not done their full share, 
have they done all their economies will permit? 

Are they planning the next three years so as 
to convince the American people that they in- 
tend to do their part in the long pull?

Germany needs the West as much as the West 
needs the Germans. For their own safety let 
the Germans join in putting sinews on the 
defense skeleton and thus help NATO fashion a 
more secure world.

The School Board has decided to fire its 
superintendent, E. R. Adams, because it says 
his services were unsatisfactory and because “he 
has not won the confidence of the board.” These 
generalities have not been documented. 


Only a year ago the board was forced to re- 
voke a similar discharge order after 3000 persons 
signed petitions expressing confidence in their 
superintendent of more than 10 years. Similar 
petitions are again being passed about. Obvious- 
ly Mr. Adams has won the confidence of a great 
many people in the school district, failing only 
in the case of four of the six board members. 

Happily, a thoroughly democratic solution of 
the conflict seems possible. That can result from 
the April 1 election when the people will fill 
seats occupied by three of the four members who 
voted against Mr. Adams. They are Board Presi- 
dent G. A. Freeman, F. N. Wightman and Mrs. 
W. W. Blood. Since Mr. Adams’ contract does 
not expire until June 30, the people—not the 
board—should have the last word on whether he 
goes or stays. ; 
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CAB, the Non-Skeds’ Friend 


The bar which tae Civil Aeronautics Board 
has just thrown up against trans-Atlantic pas- 
senger operations by non-scheduled air lines or 
chartered planes is a puzzling development. It 
is particularly puzzling in view of CAB’s re- 
peated ons that it has the welfare of the 
non-scheduled air lines at heart. As in repeated 
former instances these fine professions by the 
CAB are accompanied by actions which do any- 
thing but help the non-skeds. 

CAB’s explanation, that the new low tourist 
fares of the scheduled air lines must be made a 
success, falls short of explaining. Does the Board 
really believe the experiment is such a fragile 
thing that the slightest breath of competition 
would damage it? If so, what evidence does the 
Board have to support so extreme a view? 

And what about the bolder, more imaginative 
idea that a little healthy competition would stir 
up more interest in trans-Atlantic air travel and 
result in more business on all sides? Does the 
CAB reject such a hopeful view? 
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Progress Toward Mine Safety 
Hearings on the Neely mine safety bill in the 
Senate are being promptly followed by hearings 


. on the similar Price bill in the House. 


One of the first witnesses before the House 
subcommittee, Secretary of the Interior Chap- 
man, says the Price bill does not go far enough. 
He regards it as a weakness of the Price bill 
that coal mine companies apparently would be 
permitted to opea mines after they had been 
closed by federal mine inspectors as unsafe. The 
power to reopen should also belong to the fed- 
eral mine inspectors, says Mr. Chapman.

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Election of the Year 

There is going to be a lot of voting in these 
United States this year. So it is pretty risky— 
esp2cially at this ear'y date—to pick the race of 
the year. But toujours audace! toujours audace! 
We pick as the race of the year the April 22 
Pennsylvania Republican presidential preference 
primary. We are even willing to pick the win- 
ner: Harold Stassen. 

Why so bold? Because the last time we looked 
Harold Stassen was the only entry, and all the 
other presidential aspirants were saying they 
would have no part of it, not. even with a garn- 
ish of caper sauce. Of course, some politicians 
are notoriously unreliable, and somebody might 
undergo a change of mind an hour or two be- 
fore the deadline. But it doesn’t really look that 
way. So we feel safe in calling attention to a 
political phenomenon: a one-man contest. 

The reason why the politicians are so cool to 
the affair is that it does not mean anything. It 
is just a straw vote. It commits neither conven- 
tion delegates nor electors. That brings up an- 
other interesting possibility: Mr. Stassen may 
win the primary and still not get any Pennsyl- 
vania votes in the convention, The delegates are 
pretty well spoken for by Gov. John S. Fine 
who is known to be a MacArthur man, by Sena- 
tor James H. Duff who is just about the No. 1 
Eisenhower booster, and by the Grundy-Owlett 
old guard which is for—surprise!—Taft. 

Actually the April 22 proceedings in the Key- 
stone State will be one more demonstration of 
how little the voters have to do with choosing 
presidential candidates. Of course, they have 
the write-in privilege. They can put anybody’s 
name on the ballot. Technically, that gives them 
a chance to gang up and beat Mr. Stassen. But 
it still looks as though at poll-closing time he 
will pick up the marbles that are not there. 

Sometimes free elections sure are wonderful. 
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Austerity a la Peron 

Juan Peron, an inefficient dictator, has or- 
dered a remarkable “austerity” program to meet 
an economic crisis in Argentina. He is going to 
cut down consumption of meat, the main dietary 
item, pay more to farmers and give a.46 to 80 
per cent pay increase to workers, and still freeze 
rising prices, he says. . ; 

In short, people will have more money to 
spend but less to spend it on, yet prices are 
supposed to stay where they are. That’s orders. 

Peron’s hope in all this is that he has asked 
for a 20 per cent increase in production. But he 
can only ask for it; that is something very diffi- 
cult to order. All of which is a neat trick if he 
can do it. But in his first six years in office he 
dissipated Argentina’s foreign exchange reserves. 
He saw his country’s world credit rating drop to 
the lowest rank despite a $125,000,000 bail-out 
by the Export-Import Bank. And the cost of liv- 
ing has gone up ard up. 

Now he tries to combat inflation by calling 
for austerity, but this is still bread-and-circuses 
under another name. And if anybody wants to 
protest, what is more austere than a Peronista 
jail?

A young woman who lived ynder a 
cloud for four years, after having been 
fired from her Government job in St. 
Louis for alleged disloyalty, has started 
husband-shopping. 

Pretty, 26-year-old Eleanor M. Deak of 
Jermyn, Pa., near Scranton, couldn't start 
her quest sooner because young men who 
might normally have been attracted by her 
good looks and charm shied away from 
her. They didn’t want to get tied up with 
a suspected subversive. 

But the Army, after a protracted court 
battle, admitted it was wrong in firing her 
in the first place and -— 
ordered her restored SN 
to duty, with back 
pay. So now she is 
dating again. 

Six years ago Miss 
Deak went to work 
as a civilian employe 
of the Army and 
some time later was 
sent to St. Louis as a 
clerk-stenographer in 
the Army Finance 
Center. 

She had a good 
time in St. Louis. 
She was captain of a 
girls’ basketball team 
and went to many dances, mostly at the 
Y.W.C.A. 

On March I, 1948, she was summoned 
to the office of the colonel in charge. He 
handed her a letter informing her that she 
was then and there dismissed on charges 
of attending meetings open only to Com- 
munists and evincing active sympathy with 
subversive organizations.

“my desk,” she said. “An officer escorted 


me to the gate and put me out, while 
everybody stared.” 

Eleanor talked it over with her family 
and decided to fight back. She came to 
Washington and went to the Pentagon. 

“You were given a letter when you 
were dismissed,” a colonel told her. “There 
is nothing more we can do.” 

Later a friend suggested she go to see 
Senator Edward Martin. 

Back she came to Washington, and this 
time fared better. Martin told a young 
lawyer, Henry Maginnis, then an aid of 
the Martin staff, to look into the case. 

In the meanwhile, another young woman, 
Grace Patton, of Charlotte, N.C., was fired 
from the Army post in St. Louis in exact- 
ly the same way. 


Martin compared notes with Senator 


Clyde Hoey, North Carolina Democrat, and 
found that the two cases were almost 
identical. The two Senators teamed up 
and demanded a review, which was ulti- 
mately granted. The Army refused to say 
who accused Miss Deak, or specifically of 
what, but it did grant a hearing at which 
she was permitted to answer, but not ask 
questions. 


After four years, clerk fired from Army Finance Center here was 
reinstated with pay and apology; Army dismissed her for disloyalty 
and refused hearing until courts intervened; main charge against

She denied she had ever been in either 
place, or even knew where the places 
were. 

So far, it was her word against the 
Army’s. But the biggest item in the Army 
bill of particulars, the one it stressed most 
and seemed most to rely on, asserted that 
on May 1, 1947, she attended a Wallace- 
for-President meeting sponsored by the 
Progressive party at Kiel Auditorium and 
assisted in taking up a collection at the 
meeting. 

The Army case collapsed when Eleanor 
produced triple-plated proof that at the 
time of the meeting she was in Dallas, 
Tex. 

Miss Patton, accused of being at the

last, now has.a letter from Secretary of 
the Army Pace. It reads: 

“It is regretted that you or anyone else 
should be subject to an action of this kind 
only to have it reversed after so long a 
period ” 


The letter added: “It is hoped that re- 
instatement with retroactive pay will serve 
in some measure to restore you to the sta- 
tus of a respected and trusted civil serv- 
ant.” 


Miss Deak is going to quit her job in 
Washington and go back to her old post 
in St. Louis. 

She isn’t vindictive—not much, anyway 
—but she does look forward to seeing 
again those who were so quick to atcept 
at face value the anonymous charges 
against her.

CASSINO BOMBING 
DISCLOSED BONES 
OF ST. BENEDICT 


Zhe New York Herald Tribune-Post-Dispatch

ROME, Feb. 20—The Allied 
shells and bombs that smashed 
the abbey of Monte Cassino in 
1944 served the accidental pur- 
pose of rediscovering the remains 


of St. Benedict, according to a 
volume issued by monks of Monte 
Cassino. 

St. Benedict was the founder 
of the Benedictine Order, the first 
organization of monks in the 
Western World. He founded 
Monte Cassino abbey in 529. He 
died about 543. 

The findings under the ruins 
of the old abbey were inspected 
by two Jesuit archeologists, the 
Rev. Engelbert Kirschbaum and 
the Rev. Antonio Ferrua, and 
others. 

According to father Kirsch- 
baum, a substantial portion of the 
skeletons of St. Benedict and of 
his sister, St. Scolastica, have 
been recove 

Several generations ago work- 
ers at Monte Cassino found an 
alabaster urn at the spot where 
local monks have long believed 
their founder was buried. The 
urn was not ned at that time, 
according to Father Kirschbaum.

A recent newspaper poll indi- 
cated that a majority—56.8 per 
cent out of 3500 Japanese ques- 
tioned in 240 different places— 
favor having an army after the 
peace treaty goes into effect. 


But what kind of army, how 
big, how small, and what for are 
questions that bother the Jap- 
anese. A majority may favor an 
army, or recognize its necessity 
for Japan’s security and self-es- 
teem, but few people are actually 
advocating one. And a great many 
people are openly and actively 
opposing one. 


Japs Less Excited. 


Although the Kussians are only 
two and one-half miles away at 
one point, the Japanese seem to 
be less excited about the Com- 
munist menace than most Ameri- 
cans, 

Maybe this is because they feel 
they have less to lose—or more 
to lose. In any event, of the 
majority who expressed them- 
selves in favor of an army, only 
6 per cent gave fear of invasion 
as their reason. — 

As much as America needs al- 
lies in the Far East, there appear 
to be many good reasons why 
America should not breathe too 
hotly on Japan’s neck. 

Even those Japanese in and out 
of government who favor rearma- 
ment caution America to go slow. 
lest the Japanese develop a na- 
tional resentment against having 
rearmament thrust upon them 
from the outside. , 

“If Japan is going to rearm the 
movement must come from the 
inside, not the outside,” says Ma- 
koto Matsutani, 48 years old, 
former Japanese colonel. 


Military Insider. 

Matsutani was a military in- 
sider on cabinet level during the 
last war. Through former Adm. 
Yoshio Yamamoto and former 
Gen. Eiichi Tatsumi, he is sup- 
posed to have Prime Minister 
Yoshida’s ear on military matters. 
All three served under Yoshida 
as attaches when he was ambas- 
sador to Britain. Tatsumi is re- 
liably reported to be Yoshida’s 
chief military adviser. 

“T can understand why Ameri- 
ca wants Japan to rearm—and 
quickly,” says Matsutani. “But it 
might be better for you to take 
the long road. Japan is not ripe 
for rearmament. 

“The young men between 20 
and 30 need to be educated. They 
must develop an esprit de corps. 
Patriotism must be cultivated, 
especially among the farming 
population. Don’t forget that 70 
per cent of Japan’s soldiers came 
from the farm. 

“Unless there is a will to re- 
arm there can be no effective 
rearmament. Perhaps it is bet- 
ter to have no army at all than 
an army that cannot be trusted.” 

Police Reserve. 

The attitude of the national 
police reserve, which is consid- 
ered the nucleus of the new Japa- 
nese army, lends weight to Mat- 
sutani’s remarks.

How It Started

“Stretch Your Legs According to 
Your Blanket.” 


UR correspondent asks if 

there is an equivalent to the 

“Cut your coat according to 
your cloth” idea, in a proverb 
like “Stretch your legs according 
to your blanket.” 


The answer is that she has un- 
covered one of the oldest sayings 
in the language. Unfamiliar 
though it is today, it was still 
heard a generation or so ago. 
The English: novelist writing un- 
der the pseudonym of H..S. Mer- 
riman is recorded to have em- 
ployed in 1897, in one of the 
works which saw some popular- 
ity in their time, namely “Ke- 
lor’s Tents,” as follows: “Every 
one stretches his legs according 
to the length of his coverlet.” 

The maxim saw considerable 
usage in the seventeenth cen- 
tury, when it made its way into 
the proverb literature which 
stamped many a saying on évery- 
day speech. Two well-known col- 
lections brought it into print 


. then, namely Ray’s, published in 


1670, and Herbert's “Outlandish 
Proverbs,” which shows the for- 
eign vintage of much common 
English vernacular, in 1640. In 
both these instances the word 
used is “coverlet.” 


However, in one of the great 
English classics, the poem about 
“Piers Plowman” and the world 
about him in fourteenth century 
England, by William Langland, 
the saying had this form: “When 
he streyneth hym to strecche, the 
straw is his whitel.” And the 
same whitel is the word for blan- 
ket or coverlet in a “Book of 
Husbandry” published in the year 
1253, thus: “Whoso streket his 
fot forthere than the whitel wil 
reche, he schal streken in the 
straw.”

ELLO, son. What kind of a boy have you been to- 
today?” asks Mike’s father as he comes home from

work, and tosses his 4-year-old son in the air by 
way of greeting. 

We hope that Mike’s mother won't spoil everything by 
telling right in front of Mike all the horrible details of his 
behavior that day. But whether she tells or not, she knows 
that he has been bad, and the kind of behavior which dis- 
turbs her the most is that he is not very truthful. 

However, it may make her feel better to know that neither 
are most other 4-year-olds. The average child does not ap- 
pear to be born with any very clear ideas about the “‘proper” 


way to behave. And why should he be? “Proper” behavior 
is something that is largely determined by the culture. Each 


culture has its own notions of what is good and what is bad. | 


We, in our society, believe that people should tell the truth, 
but there are societies in which it pays to lie. We believe 
in honesty and kindness. There are societies which do not.

SO EACH SOCIETY has to teach its children what it 
approves of and what it disapproves of. 

And for this teaching to be effective, the child needs to 
have reached at least a certain stage of maturity before he 
can learn what we try to teach him. 

Consider the matter of telling the truth. The average 
4-year-old tells very tall tales, and often makes very little 
distinction between fact and fiction. 

At 5, the average child still exaggerates and tells fanci- 
ful stories, but he begins to distinguish real from make- 
believe and to know when he is “fooling.” 

| Even by 6, many children are far from truthful. They 
wili deny having misbehaved if they are questioned directly, 
even though the evidence is before their very eyes, and will 
often tell falshoods to get out of difficulty. Some are honest 
verbally, but will cheat at games, especially if they are losing. 


* * 

THERE IS USUALLY LESS lying at 7 than at 6, and 
much concern with the wrongness of lying and cheating, espe- 
cially when done by friends. 

By 9 years of age many children are truthful on matters 
which they consider important, but the natural expansiveness 
of 8 leads to some telling of tall tales and some boasting. 
However, 8 usually distinguishes fact from fancy and will often 
size up the adult to see if he believes what is being told. 

Many 9-year-olds are “essentially” truthful and, though 
they may say they have washed their hands when they 
haven't, or support a brother or sister in a lie, they mostly 
tell the truth. 

As parents we can give the best teaching possible, and 
set the best example possible, but we should always remem- 
ber that the child’s ability to accept and profit by teaching 
about right and wrong develops slowly, and that he has much 
to learn. We should not be too much discouraged if in the 
early years he makes many mistakes in this department.

all winter long the backside of 
the house siding is absorbing 
moisture and when the weather 
gets warm this moisture will be 
drawn through the wood and will 
take the paint with it.

South jumped to four no-trump 
over North's spade response be- 
cause he felt that there would be 
a play for a slam if North an- 
nounced an ace, and if North had 
to deny the ace by bidding five 
clubs, South would of course stop 
at that contract. 

It was a virtual toss-up what 
West should lead, a diamond or 
a heart, and fortunately for his 
own side, he happened to choose 
the deuce of hearts. This gave 
East the opportunity for an excel- 
lent hoax. After the merest 
glance at dummy (but of course 
with a lightning calculation of 
what South must hold), East 
played the heart ace, not the 
queen! Then, with no more hesi- 
tation, he returned a low spade. 


South réacted precisely as any 
other declarer would in this situ- 
ation! Why risk the spade 
finesse, with the possibility that 
East could ruff a spade return, 
when there was such a “safe” 
parking spot for South's low 
spade on dummy’s third heart? 
So South put up the spade ace, 
drew trumps and confidently took 
the “proved” heart finesse to 
dummy’s jack. Perhaps East's 
most creditable performance in 
this deal was his repression of a 
snicker as he captured dummy’s 
jack with the queen and laid 
down the spade king to set the 
contract!

MAYBE YOU FIND it hard to 
believe that such a thing can be 
done, but astronomers have 
worked hard to find what meth- 
ods to use. First it was necessary 
to work on objects inside our 
solar system. 

Astronomers usually speak of 
weight as “mass.” The two words 
mean almost the same _ thing. 
Both measure a pull of gravity. 
We. know, for example, that the 
moon has gravity which works on 
the earth. 

Ocean tides are due chiefly to 
the moon’s gravity. The sun also 
plays a part in raising the tides, 
but its part is smaller. 

The sun is about 400 times as 
far from us as the moon, The 
moon is more powerful in raising 
tides because it is so much closer.

BY USING ‘he science of math- 
ematics, along with the telescope 
and other instruments, astrono- 
mers have built up knowledge 
about the mass, or weight, of 
many heavenly bodies. 


It is estimated that the earth 
weighs about six and a half sex- 
tillion -tons.
